Hill neere the Damgind affanited it, but was 
ſoone repulſed by the Laneburg. & Weymarill 
horſe, and ſo purſued that he left 4 ſtand2rds, 
ivith the loſſe of many men behind him. 

On Satwraay, being the 19.29. the Encmy 
came to Polfenbuttle with all his ftrenc th, 
marching through the City toward the ſaid 
Sconce,anl preſſing fo upon it, that hee made 
the Laneburgs to quit it,and withall repulſed 
the Gen: Major Relingman who led two Re- 
grments of horſe.and ſo with 7.Br:gats, and the 
moſt of his horſe marched forward in full bat- 
fell till he came to the plaine field, betweene 
the, Landgrave Iobn bis quarter,and a certaine 
Village; where he found the $nediſheArmy in 
battaile alſo:the fight began abour one a clock 
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laft Precolomin: was forced to quit the field, 
and flye: to the City to fave himſelfe , and 
which is greatly to bee wondred at, the right 
wing of the Swedes with ſome commanded 
troopes came onely to fight,the body it ſelf;ag 
al 'o the Peymariſh and Luneburgiſh with the 
Reare,ftanding by to looke on 3 It1s not yet 
knowne what 1s become of Pzccolomn, the 
Priſoners (whereof there 1s 2 great number)at« 
firme him to be {laine, Generall #ha7 is dead, 
or (as others ſay }taken. The Governor of Fol- 
feabuttle, who tor his valour was made Gen : 
Major the day before,is dead,tOgether with 206 
more mperial Colonels ſlaine and priſoners 3 
and about 4. or 5000-ſlaineupon the place. 
They relate the fight was hot, that they came 
to puſh of Pike 5 On the Swedes fide are flaine 
two Colonels, one of herſe; the other of foot, 
this laft is theught.to be Colonell Gortzter, 
and about 400. men at the moſt. Lardgrave 
- Tohn ſorely wounded,and the Connt of Hod:tz 
who came 4 dayes before to the Army,recei« 
ved two wounds in the Arme.. They have ta- 
Ken 36.Colours,2 4. Standards, the reft taken 
were called in with the ſound of a drum. Each 
Brigade conſifted of 1 2.( ompanies of foote, fo 
that 80. Comparies were utterly routed. The 
reſt of the 77fantery, together with the moſk 
part of their eArtitery were left behind at 
Wolfenbuttle, whether the defeated did retreat.

mis weeke therewas Newes brought 
by Lettcrs from Fraxce, That the 
Connt of Soyſozs and the Prince of 
Cordy, taking ſome diſcontent from the great- 
- nefſe of the Cardinall, and the Impriſonment 
of their perſons, by his meanes, having made 
an eſcape, fled, and raiſed farecs, and toeke-vhe 
field about Sedaz. The Frexch Generalt hea- 
ring thereof, made up to them , intending to 
intercept them by a battaile, being muck the 
Fironger, and having attained neere them, un- 
| looked for, ſent out ſome troopes of horſe to 
diſcover their Intrenchments, hoping to ſur- 
priſe theta unawwares, but they were foone dif- 
covered and fet upon by ſome other troopes 
by the other pitty , which were led by the 
Count of Soiſo5s, himfelfe, who cut thoſe 
troopesoff, The French Generall ſent out a 


Squa- 
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Squadron of men to purſue the Count, ma 
king ready his whole forces to backe them - 
The two Princes not being behind in prepara 
tion, began with skirmiſhes, In which the 
Count Sozſorrs was flaine. The Prince of 
Condy having notice of it, made an Oration to 
his Souldiers, to animate them ro revenge, 
for the loſle of the Count Sorſors 3 The Bat- 
taile began thereupon, and after much wave- 
ring, The Kings Army was defecated,the Ge- 

nerall ſlaine, and their whele Ordnance 

and carriage taken, but the loſſe 
is not yet certainly re- 
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
